AND “BOTSHI” 


RHODESIA’S STINGLESS 
BEES 


-“ 


The interest aroused here in the stingless 
bees of Southern Rhodesia and the possibility 
of their migration to |this country have had 
their repercussions in that Colony. 
it appears from correspondence that very 
little is known of their -habits, even in 
scientific circles, and that, there are several 
varieties of these insects. They are as remark- 
able as any noted by Fabre, the . great 
biographer of bees. 

_ One species, not much bigger than a gnat, 
has an unpleasant habit of getting in one’s 
eyes, but this is not the kind that it is 
hoped experimentally) to import to Great 
Britain. 

_ One larger variety of stingless bee fhakes 
its hives at some depth in rocky ground, and 
anotner in trees, So} far it has been found 
almost impossible to get an underground 
Swarm to the surface without virtually 
destroying it. Sections of trees containing 
swarms of the other variety have been cut 
out; these, so far,) have survived their 
removal from the veldt to the headquarters 
of the Entomological Branch of the Agricul- 
tural Department in Salisbury. As the best 
specimen weighs about 250lb. the difficulty. of 
sending it to our own Zoological Gardens by 
aeroplane is obvious. ; 

A lady living in Matabeleland has observed 
three varieties of stingless bees in her immedi- 
ate neighbourhood. The names given are 
those by which they are known to the local 
natives. 

' Botshi,” a banded bee, a little smaller 
than the ordinary stinging variety, from 
which the good lady has taken as much as 
two gallons of liquid honey of a peculiarly 
sweet and pleasant flavour. 


“í . ) ‘ i E 8) > 
Bongolawani,’’ which are black and 
somewhat smaller than a house-fly, make 


pouches for poilen about the size of a hazel 
nut, which they keep three or four feet 
underground. 

 Gogomatshami,’’ which are very small 
and liye in holes in trees, make pouches about 
the size of walnuts in groups of three.. In 
one of these they deposit honey, in another 
pollen, and in the third their young. It is 
probably this species that has the uncomfort- 
able habit of getting in one’s eyes.

Mr. Hernon replied that they had a con- 
siderable number of new roads in housing 
schemes. They had several new roads laid 
down. .They had a new road in Carriglea 
Gardens, which he had dealt with as a 
housing scheme. “There was a new road at 
Brighton avenue, Monkstown, and the Coast 
road was a new road; £14,000 was spent on 


it, 
NEW ROADS 

Mr. Geoghegan—Has the Dun Laognaaire 
Urban Council at any time in its; existance 
made a new thoroughfare? 

Mr. Hernon—Yes, along 
Sandycove. 

Mr. Geoghegan—I suggest that in the Dun 
Laoghaire Urban District the roads made by 
the old Grand Jury represent the road net- 
work of the present day. ' 

Mr. Hernon—In so far as the roads of 
Dun Laoghaire are concgyned, I am only 
dealing with them for the past five years. 
Since then, we have improved a considerable 
portion of our existing roads. We laid five 
and a half miles of concrete roads, re- 
surfaced and concreted three and a half miles 
of road, and re-surfaced other roads in the 
Borough to the extent of about eight miles.

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CONTROL OF A DOG 


MISTAKE IN A NAME 


At Dun Laoghaire District Court yester- 
day, the senior Metropolitan District Justice 
(Mr. (6. P. Cussen), made an order against 
Miss Lilian Joynt, of Ardsonas, The Hill, 
Monkstown, for the keeping under control of 
an Aberdeen terrier dog. The défendant was 
also ordered to pay £1 compensation to John 
Doyle, aged seven, who had been bitten by 
the animal, and she was fined two shillings. 

An error had led te the appearance of the 
name ‘* Lizzie,”’ instead of Lilian, on the 
summons. Mr. F. C. Joynt, solicitor, who 
appeared to defend, said that there was no 
such person as ‘Lizzie Joynt.” The remark 
brought a severe rebuke from the Justice. 

Mr. Cussen said that it was a reflection on 
the competence of the Guards, and he was 
not satisfied that it was justifiable. If a 
street trader in Dublin had been in similar 
circumstances. he wouid have mentioned the 
error to the Guards and had the summons 
amended, not instructed a solicitor to say 
“there is no such person.” He (Mr. Cussen) 
would characterise the statement as untrue. 

Mr. Joynt apologised, and Mr, Cussen 
then commented: ‘‘ Anyone can make a mis- 
take. The Guards are not infallible.’’

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HE test of a good cook is said to rest 
on whether she can make a _ suc- 
cessful soufflé. Souffiés are worth taking 
pains over; they are delicious and may 
appear in many guises. Follow these 
simple recipes carefully and you cannot 
fail to make a success of them. Remember 
the great secret of a soufflé is that it must 
be served and eaten immediately.

Ingredients—l oz. of butter, 1 oz. of

4 friend of mine who has recently 
returned from East Africa tells me that he 
found a flourishing Irish Society at Dar-es- 
Salaam, the capital of Tanganyika Terri- 
wry. He learned that the organisation, 
officially known .as the “ Irish Society’ of 
Tanganyika Territory, East Africa,” was 
founded largely through the efforts of the 
late Mr. J. J. Craig-McFeeley, and exists 
to maintain a brotherhood amongst the 
Irish residents of the territory, preserve 
national characteristics, and assist Irish 
men and Irish women in cases of necessity. 
This friend had the pleasure of attending 
the last St. Patrick’s Day dinner of the 
Society, and, from what he tells me, these 
exiles keep March 17th in the traditional 
manner. The president, Dr. H. J. O’D. 
Butke-Gaffney, who is attached to the 
.European hospital at Dar-es-Salaam, was 
seated beneath a harp of Tara (made in 
bronze by an Irish craftsman formerly 
living in the territory), while the tables 
were decorated with shamrock, and little 
colleens, fashioned from wood and silk by 
one of the lady members, held the menu 
cards. Guests at the dinner included 
representatives of the local English, 
Scottish and Welsh Societies, and one of 
the first formalities of the evening was to 
despatch telegrams of greeting to Mr. 
Donal Buckley, Governor-General of the 


Free State, and the Duke of Abercorn, 
Governor of Northern Ireland. A Tan- 
ganvika High Court official (Mr. T. 


McComb) ‘is secretary of the organisation, 
and the ‘committee members for the 
present year include: Captain C. Y. 
Stevenson (Public Works Department), 
' Mr. D. C. Campbell (Official Secretariat), 
Mr. William Ronayne (Provincial Ad- 
ministration Branch) and Captain 'R. A. 
H. Tougher, of the Land Office. 


Ghe Nelsons 


I am perturbed at the thoucht of Sir 
James Nelson’s dispersal sale of his 
bloodstock, because it might portend that 
this: very popular figure in Irish. life 
means to pack up and leave us. Although 
Sir James does not speak Gaelic, J assure 
you he 1s as Irish as can be. The Nelsons 
were first heard of in 1725 at Orastown, 
near Kells. Later in the century one 
adventurous Nelson crossed to Liverpool, 
and there he laid the foundation of the 
great shipping business which produced 
the fortune which his descendants now 
enjoy. On his mother’s side Sir James 
is also bound to Ireland, for Margaret 
Lady Nelson was a Hope, of Gartlands- 
town, and I believe that Clonbarron was 
her propertv. Lady Redmond, who was 
Miss Oswaldina Nelson before her mar- 
riage, is a member of this noted Meath 
family. It was only, however, since the 
death of his mother that the present 
master of ‘Clonbarron took up residence 
in Ireland. 


Ghe Calathumpians 


I have just been “presented at Court ”’ ; 
in other words I have been a guest at the 
' Annual Session’ of ‘‘ Ye Ancient, 
Iilustrious and Most Noble Order of Cala- 
thumpians, ” in Court assembled. The 
invitation, Which reached me in the form 
of a typewritten summons to serve as a 
*“ Grand Juror,’’ warned me that failure 
to attend within thirty minutes of dinner 
having been served might, at the discretion 
of the Court, involve me in a fine of “ one 
only drink per member then within the 
precincts of the Court, said drink not to 
cost more than Twelve pennies (Irish) per 
head current coin of our Realm.”’

The young 
men who founded it are now middle-aged 
and elderlyish; they have blossomed into 
members of the learned professions and 
captains of industry, and some of them 
are getting sparse of hair and extravagant 
of girth.

An Interesting Broadcast 


In view of the broadcast on Sunday next 
from Athlone Station of a special Carol 
Service, relayed from St. Peter’s Pro- 
testant Church, Drogheda, it may: be 

“apropos to recall some interesting facts 
in connection with this fine old church. 
The ancient Church of St. Peter was built 
somewhere between 1172 (the date of 
Henry the Second’s visit to Ireland, and 
the Synod of Cashel) and 1206. It appears 
to have been a large building. in a rough 
Romanesque style; later additions were 
made in the early English and Gothic 
mar us, In 1649 the church was almost 

totally destroyed by the invading Crom- 
wellian troops. 


Ghe Present Church. . 


The present church is a fine spacious 
building, rebuilt 1749-1752 in the Basilican 
style, and, with its lofty steeple, dominates 
the ‘town, while the adjoining ‘‘ close” 
and precincts suggest a distinctly old- 
world and cathedral-like | atmosphere. 
Some of the stucco interior ornamentation 
in the ‘‘ rococo” style is verv beautiful, 
and is said to be the handiwork of a 
celebrated band of Italians at that period 
visiting Ireland. Less pronounced examples 


of this ‘‘ rococo ” work are to be scen in 
St. Peter’s, Rome. Be ay diets 
Among other interesting relics, too 


numerous to catalogue here, is a magnifi- 
cent fifteenth century font, bearing traces 
of the vandalism of Cromwell’s soldierv. 
The organ, which will be heard in Sunday’s 
programme, is one of the few existing 
Snetzler instruments, which was built in 
1771, and quite recently reconstructed and 
enlarged at a cost of £800. It is remark- 
able for beauty of tone, and has been 
‘played by many organists and composers 
of international repute. 


A ‘Proposed University 


Drogheda, ecclesiastically as well as 
historically, has been prominent, and it 
may not be generally known that eight 
Primates are buried in St. Peter’s Church 
and’ graveyard; for Drogheda, guarding 
the northern extremity of the Pale, being 
in '' settled: country ” and within drive 
of Dublin, became the favourite residence 
of the Primates. It is noteworthy that a 
university in Drogheda—an “Irish Ox- 
ford ’’—was contemplated when a Statute 
of Edward IV. made provision for one. 
but nothing came of it, and so Ireland

The Quadrantids 


The Quadrantid meteor shower, which 
occurs in the early days of January, 
should be looked for on the night of the 
órd, though some meteors from the 
radiant in Bootes may also make their 
appearance on the nights of the 4th and 
Sth. Maxima take place rather early on 
the órd, about 5.55 p.m. and 6.50 p.m., 
and these are followed by a typical maxi- 
mum, which falls under more favourable 
conditions on the morning of the 4th, at 


meteoric activity in the early evening of 
the 8th, chiefly between 4 and 5 o'clock 
though slight traces of it nay be observed 
about two hours later. when the moon 
will be eclipsed. On the 9th there is a 
Secondary maximum at 11.15 p.m. Other 
maxima, under more favourable circum- 
stances, occur on the llth, at 7.20 p.m. ; 
on the 13th, at 8.20 p.m., and on the 14th, 
at 11.50 p.m., while there are tyo others 
on the night of the 16th, at 7.35 and 10.10. 
The 19th and 20th are also marked by 
meteoric intensity, a large maximum oc- 
eurring on the 20th, at 11.30 p.m. Other 
notable date? in the latter part of the 
month are the 25th, 27th and 20th.

In addition to this, 
substantial grants-in-aid are called for by the 
Diocesan Boys’ School and the Diocesan Girls’ 
School. Both these schools play a highly ini- 
portant part in our Church’s life, and the 
facilities which they can offer to the children 
of families with slender means will vary with 
the amount of ‘assistance, still gravely in- 
adequate, supplied by the Diocesan Board, 
which now is ultimately responsible for their 
maintenance. 

Once again I ory for your energetic 
co-operation on behalf of this indispensable 
Church life. The parish 
clergy by their insistence upon this subject 
can do much to awaken the consciences and 
minds of our people to the needs and claims 
of the mising generation, on which the very 
future of our Church depends. The support 


| given to the Board is somewhat larger’ than 


it was, but not nearly sufficient as yet to 
meet all legitimate claims upon it. It 
should administer £200 or £300 a year more 
than it does. 

In common with all the members of the

Education Bazaar held on May. 7th to 11th.

LETTER FROM THE ARCHBISHOPS 
TO BE READ ON JANUARY 5th. 

Accompanying this letter you will find a 
New Year's message which the Lord 
Primate and I are addressing to the people 
of the Church of Ireland in connection with 
the anxieties of the present time. I desire 
that it be read from the pulpit in the 
churches of the United Diocese before the 
sermon at Morning and Evening Prayer on 
Sunday, January 5th. 

HOSPITAL SUNDAY, 1936. 

For many years it has been the practice to 
hold the annwal collection for the Hospital 
Sunday Fund towards the end of November. 

But, as inconvenience -had been caused by 
the nearness of that time to Armistice Day 
with the special appeals accompanying it, the 
Diocesan Synod asked me to. consider the 
fixing of a day for the hospitals’ collection 
at a different time of the year. 

After correspondence with the Council of 
the Hospital Sunday Fund I am now able 
to announce that the day fixed for the 
making of the hospital collections in 1936 
will be June 21st (second Sunday after 
Trinity). 

JOINT DIOCESAN SYNOD.

As it is a growing practice 
to invite .the bishop of the diocese to act as 
referee, I should like it to be generally 
known that I shall be happy to be named 
as referee in these agreements, should it be 
agrecable to both parties.

structor for the refuse of the city. 

“A destructor is urgently needed,” he 
added, “but it should not be erected in an 
area where the Corporation had erected 400 
cottages.’’ 

There was no reason why the proposed de- 
structor should not be erected a mile further 
down, even though cartage would cost more. 
The Board had promised him that space would 
be provided for a playground, and that morn- 
ing hundreds of children were playing on it. 

Mr. Belton did not think, as a representa- 
tive of the Corporation, he was entitled to 
criticise that body. He suggested that they 
should take the Lord Mayor’s protest, and 
do nothing: until they received the Engineer's 
report. 

Senator D. Healy thought that the material 
intended for a destructor could be more use- 
fully employed for reclaiming land. 

Mr. Laurie. Chairman, mo was congratu- 
lated on his return to duty after a long ill- 
ness, stated that the Board had received no 
application fora particular piece oí ground 
for erecting a destructor.

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UNIONS AND COMPANY 
IN CONFERENCE

Officials of the Great Southern Railwavs 
Company met representatives of the Dublin 
Trade Union Council in conference under 
the auspices of the Department of Industry 
and Commeice yeste 0 The meeting, 
which was held at 51 Dawson street, Dublin, 
lasted for about two and a half hours. No 
statement was made at the conclusion. 

The purpose of the conference was to dis- 
cuss the demands of the affiliated unions for 
the restoration of the 10 per cent. deduction 
from shopmen’s earnings. The application’ 
is confined to the Dublin area. 

It is understood that very little progress 
was made yesterday and that the work of 
the conference was confined to preliminaries. 

The final understanding reached, it is 
stated, was that the company would commu- 
nicate its views on the wages question to the 
affiliated unions and to the non-afiiliated 
bodies in the near future. 


THE FURNITURE STRIKE 


A settlement was reached vesterday between 
Messrs. Harris furniture manufacturers, 
Gloucester street, and the furnishing trades 
group in the Dublin Trade Union. Council. 
The strikers will resum- work on Monday. 

There is no change in the general situation 
We Sa staffs of sixteen factories are still on 
strike. 
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DEEP SEA DOCEEBS 


New rates of payment for deeptsea dockers 
were introduced at the port of Dublin this 
week. Under these rates the men will re- 
ceive 2s. per hour in addition to the tonnage 
for the first three hours’ overtime. The 
overtime rate for any additional time worked 
will be 2s. 10d. per hour. 

An extra 2d. per ton will be paid on 
cement cargoes where eight instead of six 
men are employed in a gang. 

Men working on light goods will be paid 
a minimum of 15s, per day in cases when the 
tonnage rates for the discharge of a. cargo 
produce a less amount. 

The men in the hold of a fruit ship 
engaged in discharging fresh fruit will be 
paid on tornage rates. Augmented shore 
gangs composed of seventeen instead of 
eleven men will be employed. 

Although these new rates came into opera- 
tion on the 1st instant the agreement cover- 
ing them has not yet been signed between 
the deep-sea shipping interests and the Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union.

T a recent meeting of the County 
Wicklow Vocational Education Com- 
mittee, Mr. William Cleary, Chairman 

of Arklow Urban District Council, stated that 
the special marine classes in that town could 
not be a suceess, because the students quali- 
fying for mates’ certificates were unable to 
secure positions in Irish-owned shipping. 
gave Board of Trade 7 to show the small 
percentage of Irish officers ga cnó han on the 
ships. As a consequence the Committee 
asked the Minister for Industry and Com: 
merce to receive a deputation on the subject, 
with a view to securing a percentage of such 
positions for students of those marine 
classes. | 

At to-day’s meeting a letter was read from 
the Minister stating that, as 
functions in the matter, though the position of 
employment in the shipping service cam 
before his Department from time to time, an 
because of depression in the shipping trade, 
he did not see that any useful purpose would 
be served by receiving the deputation. 

Mr. James Everett, T.D., said that surely 
it was the function of the Minister to see that 
their mercantile marine service was not over- 
run by foreigners, and that their own people 
should get employment. This reply would react 
on their classes; for it was no use attending 
classes and receiving certificates if the boys 
could not obtain employment, not from 
privilege or favour, but on merit. 


NON-NATIONALS 


Mr. Cleary thought it was the Minister's 
duty to look after their mercantile marine and 
see that natéonals got preference. They were 
trving to produce officers to man an Irish 
shipping fleet, but the vacancies were being 
given to non-nationals, and not even in the 
Continental-Irish Service, which was supposed 
to be an all-Irish company, did their own 
people get a fair chance. They would not 
take this refusal lying down; for it was full 
time the Irish people got control of their own 
industries, which others were seeking to con- 
trol. ! 7 

The Chairman (the Rev. W. E. Vandeleur) 
said that. they all would like to see their own 
people getting those positions; first, the boys 
should qualify, and, secondly, they should 
bring pressure to bear in the proper quarters. 

Mr. T. P. Kavanagh said that they had 
Dutchmen and every foreigner getting jobs: 
in every port of the country, and the Govern- 
ment should control or prevent this happen- 


ng. 

The Chief Executive Officer reported that 
the classes for marine students in Arklow 
had fallen below the average attendance per- 
missible under the Department's regulations. 

Several members expressed the opinion that 
the lack of attendance was due to the want 
of employment, Mr. Cleary mentioning that 
there were men in Wexford, Arklow, etc.. 
with certificates who could not get any kind 
of job at sea. 


-A CIRCLE 


The Chairman said that,, while they had 
classes, they could get nó outlet for the 
students who qualified, and they could not 
find the employment without qualifications, 
so that it was arguing in a circle. 

Mr. Cleary asked for the continuation of 
the class, which came under a_ different 
category to others. This was a grave national 
question, and the whole future of the Irish 
mercantile marine depended on having their 
young men trained to take up those positions. 

hey had been long enough allowing other 
officers to be placed in power, and it was full 
time to take over control themselves. 

A resolution was adopted asking the 
Minister to reconsider Lis refusal to receive 
the deputation regarding the employment of 
non-nationals on Irish-owned shipping, and 
stating that the Committee considered it was 
within the Minister’s functions te see that 
positions on board these ships were made 
available to Irish boys trained in their 
marine schools, so that the future mercantile 
marine would be manned by Irish officers. 


WORLD MISSIONARY 


WORK 


CHURCH SOCIETY’S 
LABOURS 


The Rev. Alfred Sills, M.A, General Secre- 
tary of the Hibernian Church Missianary 
Society, gave a lecture last night in the 
Society's hall, Molesworth street, Dublin, en- 
titled ‘‘ Round the World with the C.M.S.’’ 

The lecturer described the foundation of the 


Society in London in 1793 by a group of“ 


clergy and laity. In spite of opposition at 
home and abroad in the Church and politics, 
he said, the Society came into being because 
its founders believed that they were thus 
carrying out the will and purpose of God. 

With the help of lantern illustrations, the 
Rev. Mr. Sills showed the spread of the work 
of the Society from Africa to Japan, rapidly 
‘visiting’ the countries between. The 
Society's labours, he said. covered a wide 
field—elementary and advanced education, 
medical, evangelistic and pastoral work, as 
well as industrial missions, while the area 
covered was also very wide. There were mass 
movements in West Africa and in India; but, 
on the other hand, the work among the 
Mohammedans was extremely difficult. 

One of the most promising features of 
modern missionary work was the emergence 
of the younger churches and of the clergy, 
doctors, teachers and other leaders who have 
been raised up. It was of especial interest 
that they had Irishmen and women mis- 
sionaries in all the countries in which the 
Society was at work. All of them were in 
important positions, such as bishops, priests, 
doctors, nurses, teachers and leaders in other 
directions. 

At the end of the lecture it was announced 
that the Society will hold a missionary ex- 
hibition in the Mansion House, Dublin, from

N actress and Shakespearean lecturer 
A uttered some decided .opinions on the 

films yesterday in conversation with an 
Trish Times reporter, 

A tall, handsome woman, with a frank and 
cordial ‘manner, is Beatrice Forbes Robertson, 
niece of Sir Johnston Forbes Roberison, the 
famous English actor. 

The fact is that Mrs. Swinburne Hale, as 
is her name, retired from the stage a quarter 
of a century ago. 

“I was “leading woman’. in my unele’s 
company when in Dublin,” she toid me. ““We 
were here at the same time as Sir Frank 
Benson's, which was playing W. B. Yeats’s 
‘Deirdre and Grainne —1901 I think it was. 
I was a very young girl, but it was a most 
interesting time; for I met W. B. Yeats, Jack 
Yeats, George Moove, and other people. Yes; 
and Lord Ashbourne, you know, who always 
wears Irish kilts. 


FIRST APPEARANCE 


“TI first appeared on the stage with Sir 
Henry Irving, when on tour. With Forbes 
Robertson I played ‘Ophelia’ and ‘ Desde- 
mona’ in Dublin and Belfast. 1 was playing 
‘Maisie’ in ‘The Light That Failed,’ in 
Dublin, when my father, Ian Forbes Robert- 
son, telegraphed that Tinero wanted me to 
take a part in ‘Marion Allardyce,’ “Sir 
Arthur 's play, at the Duke of York s Theatre, 
I took the next. boat and left my part to my 
understudy. Two years later I  plaved 
Ophelia’ to Beerbohm ‘Tree's ‘ Hamlet.’ ”’ 

You have an opportunity of comparing it 
with your uncle’s “ Prince of Denmark?” 

‘‘ Yes; Tree’s conception was rather heavy 
and Teutonic. I thought my uncle's the 
firmer. He played more the courtier and the 
Prince.’ 

You went to America in 1906? 

“Í think it was 1907. I was in Ellen 
Terry's company. I made my first appearance 
in New York. She, at that time, married her 
third husband—James Carew—who is still 
alive. He has played in Bernard Shaw's play, 
“The Applecart,”’ in London. He also acts 
on the films.e Ellen Terry was much older 
than he. She was the most adorable woman 
I have ever known on the stage, without 
exception, and I knew her all my life. She 
was a very faithful friend—she was young in 
spirit even to the day she died. 


IN GLASGOW 


‘After being in England I returned. to 
New York and played on tours, but before that 
we had one amusing experience at Glasgow. 
I was playing Ophelia. When Ophelia was 
strewing flowers they fell over the stage 
where there was a heating apparatus beneath. 
The bits of paper flew up in the hot air like 
a flock of white birds. The players had to 
turn their backs on the audience and laugh.”’ 

At this period Beatrice Forbes-Robertson 
met her future husband, Swinburne Hale, 
a New York Jawyer. She married in 1910, 
and gave up the stage. Three daughters, 
two of them twins, were born of their 
marriage, and Mrs. Hale lightened her home 
caves by lecturing in public. One of her 
first subjects was ' The Drama as a Means of 
Education.”’ 

“I have lectured on the drama from 
differete. points of view, she said, ‘‘1 think 
the study of British drama is part of a 
liberal education. It is a great pleasure 
for children to act in their schools. At 
that age acting comes naturally to children. 
They enjoy the plays and take more interest 
in them than they would as lessons. Acting 
is a very happy form of education,” 


THE FILMS 


“What do you think of the films as 
compared with the theatre stage? ” I asked 
Mrs. Hale. 

‘*{ am not opposed to films,” she replied. 

“The films employ a great many actors. 
It is a new form, rather crude, Lut ny íov- 
ing rapidly. The films will never destroy 
the legitimate stage, because people like 
seeing the players in person. There 1s 
room for both. Film acting does not give 
the pleasure to actors that stage plays do, 
owing to the absence of an audience with 
its sympathy and, often, inspiration. Film 
acting has to be more mechanical. The 
technique is different. You have to learn 
all over again to get the technique of the 
film. : 

“I saw the other day that 940 billion 
cinema tickets had been sold in Great 
Britain. That shows the enormous interest 
taken in films and the influence they must 
have. “That is where the danger lies.”’

MORE WORKERS OUT

There was no change to-day in the strike 
situation at the Grand Central Hotel, Bellast, 
where waiters and other members of the staff 
have been on strike since New Years Eve 
night. Officials of the Ministry of Labour 
have been in touch with the Belfast and 
North of Ireland Hotel Association and the 
National Union of Distributive and Allied 
Workers (Catering Branch), of which the 
strikers are members, but no conference has 
been arranged yet. Mr. J. A, Kirk, area 
organiser, stated to-day that the association 
has declined to recognise the right of the 
union to negotiate for the wages and con- 
ditions of its members.

POKORNY 


ASSOCIATIONS WITH 
IRELAND

Reuter’s recent report of the suspension 
of Doctor Julius Pokorny has occasioned a 
lot of sympathy for him in this country, 


where the doctor’s work was well known and 


highly respected. i 
Doctor Pokorny succeeded the famous 
Kuno Meyer in Berlin University, and has 
since his appointment made several out- 
standing contributions to’ the history of 
Celtic Studies. His work includes his Con- 
cise Old Irish Grammar, his Historical 
Reader of Old Irish, and his editorship of the 
“Zeitschrift. fir Celtische Philologie.”” 

Unhke many other Continental scholars of 
Old Irish, Doctor Pokorny has never become 
so engrossed in his study as to forget the 
Ivish life and literature of to-day. ' 

He paid his first visit to this country in 
1908 when he came for the purpose of study- 
ing modern Irish under the famous Micheal 
Breathnach at Tourmakeady. ‘That visit and 
a subsequent lecture which he gave at the 
Rotunda won a host of .friends for him 
among the revivalists. His ‘“ History of 
Ireland,” a very nationalistic production, 
first appeared in 1916. It was translated 
within recent years by Doctor Séadna King, 
and published with an interesting foreword 
written by Mr. Hone. In 1922 he published 
a (German translation of a group of modern 
Irish short .stories entitled ‘Die Seele 
Irlands.’’ The authors he chose were P. H. 
Pearse, Padraic 0 Conaire and ' An 
Seabhac,” as illustrating the idealist, the 
realist and the humorist respectively. That 
little volume met with a very good recep- 
tion in Germany, and did a great amount of 
good for modern Irish literature. On the 
last occasion when Doctor Pokorny visited 
us he was made an honorary Doctor of the 
National University, i

Confusion in Spain 


The wheels of parliamentary government 
seem to revolve as jerkily in Spain as in 
France. Within its-four years of exist- 
ence the Republic has faced no fewer than 
twenty-nine Cabinet crises, and, even if all 
of them have been overcome, their effect 
has been to postpone the attainment of 
really stable conditions. The past autumn 
and the passing winter have been especially 
stormy. In September Sefior Lerroux, 
after an interrupted period of office, was 
forced to tender his resignation to the 
President, Sefior Alcala Zamora. 
succeeded by Sefior Chapaprieta, who, as 
the result of a gambling scandal, resigned 
at the end of October, but was invited by 
the President to resume office with a re- 
constructed Cabinet. Last month Sefior 
Chapaprieta resigned again, because it had 
become clear that his proposals for taxa- 
tion would not be tolerated in the country,

and on this occasion Sefior Portela Valla- 
dares was put in charge of the Government. 
Sefior Valladares’s Ministry had a consti- 
tutional life of just under two days— 
though, reconstructed, it still holds office. 
On December 14th the President realised 
that a stable Centre Government simply 
could not be formed from the Cortes, as 
they are composed at present, and, in order 
to keep Sefior Valladares in power, 
suspended the Cortes until the end of the 
year, when he proposed to dissolve them 
and to announce the holding of a general 
election. Two days ago, to the surprise 
of most people, he issued his decision— 
not to dissolve the Cortes at once, but to 
close them until the last day of January. 


Even this half-measure has met with wide- 


made to impeach the Premier, Sefior Valla- 
dares, on the ground that his action in 
allowing the Cortes to closed 
amounts to a coup d’état. If the impeach- 
ment is essayed, and the Premier is found 
guilty, it is possible that the President 
himself will be charged with violation of 
the Constitution.

If these impeachments succeed, Seiior 
Zamora, presumably, will be unable to 
fulfil his threat to dissolve Parliament, 
and the same Cortes will sit for a further 
two years Who, then, will be the rulers 
of Spain? Every effort has been made 
during the past two years to establish a 
strong Centre Government in office, but 
every effort has failed. The most powerful 
group in the Cortes—the only group, in 
fact, whose numbers would seem to entitle 
it to form a Government—is the 
““C.E.D.A.,’’ or Confederation of Parties 
of the Right, whose leader is Senior Gil 
Robles, formerly Minister for War. At 
the same time, there is little doubt that 
the advent of this group to office would 
mean an instant revival of civil war. The 
Centre parties look upon it with no 
friendly eye. They see in Sefior Robles 
and his adherents the standard-bearers of 
everything that is anathema to them— 
chiefly, the Church—and they certainly 
could not suffer a Government of the 
Right. The Socialist Left would fly to 
arms without hesitation; they would join 
at once with Spain’s very considerable 
force of Communists, and with all the 
other subversive elements, and blood and 
destruction would be the 
weapons of politics. However, therefore, 
Sefior Robles may justify his claims to 
office, it is most improbable that they will 
be granted. Unfortunately, there is no 
other party. The Centre cannot rule; the 
Left must not be permitted to try, or the 
Right will fly to arms. In the circum- 
stances, it seems that Seiior Zamora,

If Sefior Gil Robles’s Catholic Right were 
less open to the suspicion of monarchical 
leanings, their prospect of office might be 
brighter. Unfortunately, they are allied, for 
political purposes, with the Monarchists, 
and thereby provide the firmly Republican 
Presidént, the real ruler of Spain, with 
excellent cause for refusing to trust them. 
An election might force his hand. If a 
large majority of the people should declare 
for Sefior Robles it would be necessary to 
give him a chance. Whether he is strong 
enough to face the forces which inevitably 
would be summoned against him is another 
question ; but, in the present condition of 
Spanish politics, he deserves a trial. 


Examinations 

A few weeks ago a committee of educa- 
tional experts in Great Britain made its 
report on the examination system. It was 
a rather disturbing report; for it showed 
that human judgment is even more liable 
to error than had been supposed. Various 
tests were made by the committee, and one 
of them showed that an examiner who had 
given a certain mark to a paper would 
almost invariably award a different mark if 
the same paper were presented to him 
again after some months had passed. The 
implications are obvious. . It has been 
realised for many years that one of the 
weak points in the examination system 
is the fact that standards vary among 
different examiners, but the latest test 
shows that they vary also with the in- 
dividual. Asa result, no examinee can be 
sure of absolute justice, and, although a 
few marks more or less do nat matter for 
the majority, they are all-important in the 
border-line cases. If a student fails to win 
a scholarship by a narrow margin, it is no 
comfort to him to know that he might have 
won it if the marking of his papers had 
been given to another examiner, or if it 
had been done by the same examiner at a 
different time, The chairman of the com- 
mittee, Sir Michael Sadler, made some 
interesting remarks on this problem on 
Wednesday, when he spoke to a meeting 
of the National Union of Teachers in 
Loudon. The report, he: said, in no way 
impugned the good faith of the examiners 
or the integrity of the system under which 
they worked, but it did shake confidénce 
in the customary tests which are applied 
in examinations. It is evident, indeed, 
that. chance plays far too great a part in 
the award of marks, and it is very hard to 
see how chance can be eliminated. The 
fault seems to lie in the nature of the 
system—for the human mind cannot be 
expected to calculate merit with the 
accuracy of a slide-rule—but it may be 
possible to reduce the present margin of 
error. A: larger issue, however, has been 
raised by.-the committee’s report, and 
people are beginning to doubt whether the 
examinations themselves, even under the 
most perfect conditions, can be looked 
upon as a fair test of merit. There is 
nothing new in this attitude, but, although 
there may be rather too great a tendency 
in these days to judge everything by 
marks, there can be no question that 
examinations should be abolished. As Sir 
Michael Sadler said on Wednesday, they 
are indispensable as a means of selection 
for certain posts, or as a test of fitness for 
professional work, or as a stimulus to 
learning for its own sake. The committee's 
report shows that there are serious flaws 
in the system which must be remedied 
before full confidence can be placed in it, 
and the examining authorities, no doubt, 
will make new efforts to improve their 
methods. There should be no need for 
alarm, however, about the system itself.

Free State Senate reflects credit neither 
on the Government Party nor on the 
Opposition. We need not examine the 
details too closely. When the Land 
Purchase (Guarantee Fund) Bill came up 
for its final stage the Opposition, which 
all along had fought against the measure, 
voted for its passing, while the Govern- 
ment Party, which had fought equally 
hard in its support, voted against it, with 
the result that the bill was defeated. Since 
it is a Money Bill, the Senate has no 
power to amend, alter or delay it; so, 
apparently, its technical defeat does not 
matter one way or the other. The Govern- 
ment could send the bill to the Governor- 
General immediately; but, in order to 
prevent the possibility of future trouble 
in the courts, it probably will call the 
Dail together again. The fact is that the 
Senate has made certain recommendations, 
which it is empowered by the Constitution 
to make, and, if the Dáil does not consider 
these recommendations, it is held by 
certain lawyers that the entire measure 
might be upset in the courts at a later 
stage. ‘The absurd situation which was 
created by Wednesday’s cross-voting is the 
result of tactical manceuvres on both sides. 
The Government Party tried to steal a 
march on the Opposition, which, 
apparently, was equally alert, and each 
side voted against its own convictions. 
Conduct of this kind is unworthy of a 
national assembly. We believe that the 
Land Purchase (Guarantee Fund) Bill is 
a thoroughly bad measure, and that Dáil 
Eireann ought to have thrown it out in 
the first instance. Once it had been passed 
by the Dail, however, and had been certi- 
fied as a Money Bill, further opposition 
was pointless, and the manceuvring for 
position which went on during the week 
merely tended to bring everybody con- 
cerned into contempt. When will our law- 
givers learn to comport themselves with 
that measure of dignity which the nation 
is entitled to expect from them? When 
will they cease to regard every problem, 
however trivial, exclusively from the point 
of view of party advantages? Can nobody 
in this country acquire a national out- 
look? . The ordinary citizen, whose main 
desire is to be allowed to live and work 
in peace, is becoming thoroughly sick of 
the whole sordid business. He ought to 
be able to take pride in his legislative 
institutions; actually he is beginning to 
regard them with disgust, or—what is 
almost worse—with indifference.

Only the area 
between Shepperton and Teddington .- 
affected by the scheme, and in this aren 
the river so far has not overflowed its 
banks. It is above Shepperton that the 
most flooding has occurred, while in the 
past floods have taken place as far down 
the river as Hampton Court. It is the 
hope of the Thames Conservancy that th 
1929 levels will not be reached even above 
Shepperton, though this cannot be avoided 
if further heavv rains should fall. The 
flow of the river at Teddington to-day 
reached 8,800 million gallons in twenty- 
four hours, an increase of 1,300 million 
gallons on yesterday’s figures. This is 


the largest increase recorded in an) 
twenty-four hours during the present 
floods 

The Macdonalds

Live Stock by Air 


In this.country air transport is asso- 
ciated usually with passengers or mails, 
but in other parts of the world aeroplanes 
“are being used successfully for other pur 
poses. Tho latest instance is reported 
from South America. Three hundred 
calves bred from British stock. have just 
been transported by acroplane from Lima 
to-Cuzco in Peru, six to ten calves beinz 
carried in each machine. Transport by 
coastal steamship followed by mountain 
railway stages took some days, and 
casualties were often as high as fifty per 
cent. By aeroplane the distance of three 
hundred and fifty miles is covered in Jess 
than three hours, with no losses owing to 
transport mishaps.. Several. machines tr 
Peru have now been converted, the 
cabin fixtures having been removed to 
provide more suitable accommodation for 
live stock.

The North Atlantic Shipping Conference 
has passed through many crises during 1ts 
long career, but its outlook at the moment 
is somewhat gloomy. The Cunard-White 
Star, owning the Queen Mary, has given 
notice of withdrawal from the Passenger 
Conference—a subsidiary body deciding 
upon: fares—because the company desires 
that the Queen Mary shall be classified as 
a ‘‘cabin’’ ship. The Passenger Confer- 
ence claim that a ship of such size and im- 
portance should not be put into the lower 
minimum fare class, and suggest that the 
fares should be half-way between those of 
the Normandie, the great French liner, 
and those of the Manhattan, the biggest ol 
the present ‘‘cabin’’ ships. The North 
Atlantic Conference is composed of owners 


of all lines operating big passenger ships - 


across the North Atlantic, and, though it 
nas frequently been on the verge of break- 
ing up, hitherto it has managed to win 
through. It will be interesting to see 
what happens as a result of the Queen 
Mary action. The French and German 
companies may have to reduce fares to 
meet the Cunard-White Star competition, 
and there is a prospect of an all-round cut 
in Atlantic fares. 


A Cornish Mystery 


There is much speculation about a large 
area of land in the Hessenford Valley. one 
af the most secluded spots in Cornwal!, as 
it is believed that the spot is marked for 
come great development. The Great 
Western Railway has planned, with tlie 
assistance of the Government, to make a 
branch line from St; Germans to Looe. 
The line will be eight and a-half miles 
long, and will involve a considerable 
amount of tunnelling and the building of 
more than one viaduct. This line, it is 
said, is to develop a new holiday resort, 
but this is not the opinion in the neigh- 
bourhood. Inquiries have also been made 
‘oncerning water supplies, and it is signi- 
ficant that a great schome for supplying 
water in this area has been embodied in 
a parliamentary bill. Locally, the idea is 
that the land has been bought for the use 
of the Admiralty and the Royal Air Force.

Thirty Abyssinians killed ; two Swedish 
doctors (including Dr. Hylander, ep 
of the unit) wounded; fifty Abyssinians 
wounded.

The ’planes flew at a height of several 
thousand feet, and dropped many heavy 
bombs, some of which are stated to have 
contained gas It appears that Dr. 
Hylander, the head of the unit, was 
wounded while actually performing an 
operation. 

Mr. Sydney Brown, representative of the 
International Red Cross in Abyssinia, has 
wired to Geneva, again protesting against 
the bombing. In his cable he points out 
that the Italian tactics are rendering very 
difficult and very dangerous the mission of 
the other Red Cross units in Abyssinia. 

The Abyssinian Foreign Minister also 
has sent a cable to Geneva, denying the 
Italian allegation that Abyssinian clnef- 
tains have been taking refuge under the 
emblems of the Red Cross.

M. Hanson, the Premier, told the news- 
paper Ny Tid that he entirely agreed with 
the opinions expressed by his country on 
the bombing of the ambulance. “I 
consider the event: terrible,” he said, 
““and note with satisfaction the unity of 
opinion manifested.” 

Ny Tid savs: ‘‘We take for granted 
that the Swedish Government will demand 
from Rome adequate reparation, the 
punishment of the guilty, and compensa- 
tion for damage.’’ 

The newspaper adds: ‘' The Swedish 
nation would feel their sense of righteous- 
ness deeply hurt if satisfaction was not 
received from ‘the Italian side. On this 
point the nation is united without con- 
sideration of political differences.”’ 


ITALIAN PRESS.

The report of the beheading of the 
Italian officer taken prisoner by the 
Abyssinians at Daggah Bur has let loose 
a wave of jndignation in the Press. 

“To Abyssinian ferocity we must reply 
with implacable harshness,’ says tho 
Giornale d'Italia: ‘‘ Every method of 
warfare must be used, for all have been 
provoked by the daily doings of the 
Abyssinians. As the lives of Italians are 
never respected by the Ethiopian slave- 
drivers we can no longer show any special 
pity for them.” 

The Tribuna says: ‘‘ The repressive 
action of our aeroplanes corresponds to a 
right and a duty. It must not be 
questioned. It must be continued without 
limitation of any kind, 

“ The sign of the Red Cross must not 
be used to protect camps of armed men, or 
as has been admitted bv foreign newspaper 
correspondents, to shelter Abyssinian 
chieftains during air raids.’ 

The news of the fate of Lieutenant 
Minniti was received at his own town of 
Reggio (Calabria) this afternoon. | 
Fascist Federal Secretary immediately 
called on Lieutenant Minniti’s father te 
express his condolence, He was followed 
by a large number of citizens. 

“Then father. when interviewed, said: 
‘“T had already given one son to my 
country. and I do not complain because 
my country has asked for a second. if 
the greatness of Italy requires it I am 
ready to offer the lives of my remaining 
four sons.” He lost one son in the Great

HAT are the trading prospects for 

Irish industries in 1936? I put this 

estion to nearly twenty of the leading 

rms in various branches .of "industry 

which have |): ncfited by Government policy 

in the course of a “ telephone tour” of 
Ireland yesterday. 

All of them were hopeful about the 
future. They look forward to better 
business in 1936, some of them spoke of 
extensions to their factories, and the 
general opinion among them was that 
there shee 3 be increased opportunities for 
employment in Irish factories. i 

he potterv business received attention 
first, and the Secretary of the Arklow 
Potteries, Lid., as representing one of the 
newest industries, said that the factory 
was not yet operating to its fullest 
capacity, “but we are very hopeful. 
Trading prospects for 1936 are bright, and 
orders are coming in steadily.’’ 

Then I spoke to Mr, David Frame, 
Chairman’ and managing director of Solus, 
Teoranta. “ There is no fear for the 
future as far as the electric light bulb 
industry is concerned,” was his reply to 
the question: ' What are the company’s 
prospects for 19367” ‘ Ordars are coming 
in well at the Bray factory,’ added Mr. 
Frame, “ and we shall be taking on more 
hands during the year.” 


CUULERY 
Mr. J. J. McQuillan, Chairman of the 
Newbridge Cutlery Company, Ltd., told 
me that his firm is inundated with orders, 


‘‘ and it is taking us all our time to cope 
with the business we have in hand. We 


shall gradually increase the range of our } 


products until the firm supplies the cutlery 
needs of the whole of the Free State.” 

At Earls Island, Galway, Irish Metal 
Industries, Ltd., make sporting ammuni- 
tion, copper tubes and soda crystals. For 
all these commodities Mr. J. Irwin, chair- 
man of the company, predicts a better 
market in 1936: ‘‘ We are going along 
quite well,” he said. “ We have nothiny 
to complain about. The prospects are 
quite fair, and there is a possibility of 
further development,” 


MOTOR TYRE TRADE 


“The number of new cars registered in 
the Free State increased in 1935. This is 
good for the motor tyre trade,” said Mr. 
J, Flanagan, of the Irish Dunlop Co., 
Ltd., whose factory is in Cork. “' These 
registrations, I think, will continue to 
increase in 1936. We have just started 
to manufacture rubber footwear, but can 
only deal with a small part of the market 
at the present time. We shall gradually 
develop this ‘industry and also our other 
lines of manufacture.”’ 

From motor cars to elastic and boot laces 
seems a far cry, but the next firm I talked 
to was the Ennis Braid Mills (Messrs. L. 
Jordan, Ltd.), where an official predicted 
that business would be “ much better than 
in 1935. We have plenty of orders in 
hand.” 

From boot laces to boots is quite a 
normal step, and Mr. W. Fitzpatrick, 
the manager of Messrs. Governey, boo+ 
manufacturers, Carlow, told me that he 
thought business ought to be very good. 
‘‘ Prospects are very bright, indeed, and 
we are looking forward to another bumper 
year. An addition is being made te the 
factory, and we shall have to increase the 
staff in 1936.”’ 

Another boot manufacturing concern, 
Messrs. Padmore and Barnes, Ltd.| of 
Kilkenny, are also looking forward to a 
good year. ‘*‘ We are in the happy posi- 
tion of being quite busy,’’ said Mr. H. G. 
Lever, of that firm, “and there are plenty 
of orders in hand for spring shoes. We 
are just completing one extension, and 
shall be moving into it at the end of the 
month, This will probably mean some 
increase in the employment which. the 
company is giving.to the city.’ 

The manager of the factory of Messrs. 
L, Woodington (Drogheda), Ltd.. echoed 
the views of the other boot manufacturers 
with the remark : ‘‘ Prospects are distinctly 


good for 1936.’’ 
LEATHER 


When talking about boots one naturally 
thinks of leather, so I asked Mr. Kennedy 
C’Brien, a director of Irish Tanners, Ltd., 
what they thought of things down in 
Portlaw. ‘‘ Our order books are: full up 
for three months to come,” he told me, 
' so there will be more employment pro- 
vided. We are still carrying: out construc- 
tion work to add to the tannery. An 
instance of the firm’s growth can be 
obtained from the fact that at the end 
of 1935 one month’s sales were equal to 
three months’ sales earlier in the year.’’ 

Although many people use ‘‘ all-mains ’ 
wireless sets Ever-Ready (Ireland), Ltd., 
makers of electric storage batteries, say 
that more batteries are being made for 
wireless sets This firm has transferred 
ts factory to larger premises at Portobello, 
Dublin, where new machinery has been 
installed. ‘‘ We have benefited by the 
tariffs,’ said an official of the firm, “and, 
strangely enough, the battery industry 
benefits both the cotton and the printing 
industries. . We have hopes of affording 
still greater employment in our business.” 


MILLING 


The milling industry has received .. good 
deal of encouragement from the Free State 
Government, and Mr. A. N. Little. of the 
Barrow Milling Company, says that his 
company has great hopes for the future. 
The industry, he added, is in a favoured 
position and in the next cereal year 
(starting on September 1 next) there will 

an increased quantity of Irish wheat 
to be milled. ‘‘At present we are keeping 
busy and, of course, the position of the 
inland mills is vital to the Government’s 
wheat policy. We are in the centre of a 
good wheat-growing area and the acreage 
under wheat is certainly going to in- 
crease.’’ 

Two more mills told me th, * things are 
looking bright. These were the National 
Flour Mills at Cork and the Waterford 
Flour Mills. From Cork the opinion was 
expressed that every mill should be able to 
dispose of its output this year. The 
Waterford Mill only started production 
in October. “ We are gradually getting 
our trade together,” said a member of the 
firm, ‘‘ and, naturally, we shall be in- 
creasing the number of men employed as 
we make progress.” 

One of Drogheda’s steadily growing 
industries is controlled by the Irish Oil 
and Cake Mills, Ltd. ‘‘ Business here is 
good,’’ said Mr. J. V. McDaniel, one of 
the directors,

The Trish Glass Bottle Company has its

NE of six persons, a boy of seven years, i 


was killed and the others were 
injured when the motor car in which they 
were travelling was struck by a train ata 
level crossing at Burkestown, near Bally- 
cullane, County Wexford, in a fog last 
night. 
‘fhe dead boy was Patrick Brothers, son 
of Mr. Thomas Brothers, of New Ross, and 
the other people involved in the accident 
are: Peter Hanlon, of New Ross, who was 
very seriously injured; Mrs. Hanlon, his 
wife ; their two children, James, aged 44, 
and - Peter, aged ó; and their nephew, 
Joseph O'Neill, aged about 17, all of whom 
received slight injuries. 

Miss Statia Conneally, who was standing 
at the gate at the time, was also injured, 
but not seriously. 

The train struck the closed gate and th 
car, carrying both for about 180 yards 
along the track. 

The driver stopped as soon as possible 
and summoned assistance. People from 
the neighbourhood came to the place and 


helped to take the injured people from 
the wreck of the car. 

The boy Pat Brothers, was found to be dead 
and badly mutiliated, while Mr. Hanlon 
had sustained extensive injuries. Mrs. 
Hanlon had had her collar-bone fractured 
and some of her ribs fractured also. The 
others of the party received minor 
injuries to their faces and limbs. The 
car, which was of the sedan type, was 
completely wrecked. 

The Civic Guards at Ballycullane were 
summoned and they telephoned for the 
ambulance at New Ross, which later con- 
veyed the injured people to the County 
Hospital, Wexford, where it was found 
that Mr. Hanlon’s conditions was 
extremely serious. 

The train which was involved in the 
accident was a passenger train going from 
Waterford to Wexford, and it is stated 
that the driver was unable to see well on 
account of the fog. 


At a late hour this morning Mr. 


Hanlon’s condition was still very serious.

PARIS, Thursday. 

IVE persons, including a child, have 

been killed by a landslide; the course 
of a river has been diverted; roads have 
been blocked and villages isolated. ‘That 
is the toll of the steadily rising floods, 
which have begun to threaten every part 
of the country. 

The landslide was at Le Pec Saint 
Germain-en-Laye, the dead being two 
sweethearts—Mlle. Tellier and M. Gouraud 
—and a M. and Mme. Philippe and their 
child. 

Mile. Tellier and her fiancé had been 
taking a walk along the main road to 
Paris when, as they passed the sharp bend 
beneath the famous hill of Saint Germain, 
a landslide poured down on top of them. 

Another big landslide has fallen across 
the main road front Rosans to Eyguians, 
and for six hundred yards the road is a 
mass of rocks, earth and deep holes. Over 
4,000,000 cubic yards of earth fell on the 
road. The landslide also fell across the 
bed of a river, and diverted its course 
about a hundred yards southward. 

Meanwhile grave anxiety is being caused 
by the steadily rising Seine. At Melun it 
has flooded the road which runs round the 
central prison. 

At Paris the rise of the river has been 
exceptional, but experts say that it is 
under control. If it had not been for the 
precautions taken in recent years, it is 
pointed out, there would now be danger of 
heavy floods in the capital. 

Other damage due to floods includes the 
isolation of several villages.

SE political situation in Spain to-day 


is fraught with dramatic possibilities. 
An attempt is being made both to force 
the President to re-open the Cortes, which 
was closed yesterday until January ólst, 
and .to impeach the Premier, Sefior 
Vallardares, and his Ministers, on the 
ground that his action in not reopening 
the Cortes amounted to a coup d’état. If 
this move is successful the lresident him- 
self may have to face a charge of violating 
the Constitution. 

Sefior Gil Robles, leader of the Catholics 
and of the powerful Ceda (Confederation 
of Right parties), the present majority in 
the Cortes, has issued a manifesto 
nddressed to the Speaker complaining that 
important declarations made by him have 
heen suppressed by the censor. These, he 


affirmed, would have informed the country 


| of the real state of the present political 


situation. 
SIGNATURES WANTED 


Moreover, at the present moment a 
supreme effort is being made in the lobby 
of the House by Monarchists and 
Traditionalists of the extreme Right to 
obtain the signatures of 47 deputies for a

T. was’ stated definitely last night that 

the Land Purchase (Guarantee Fund) 
Bill had not yet been. sent to the 
Governor-General for signature. It was 
further indicated that the view in official 
quarters was that, in all the circum- 
stances, the calling together of the mem- 
bers of the Dail and allowing them to 
discuss the recommendations of the 
Senate, and accept or reject them, would 
be the safer line of action. This, as I 
pointed out yesterday, would spike any 
effort which might be made afterwards to 
challenge the constitutionality of the 
measure. The bill is much too important 
to the Government to take any risks, 
especially when these could be so. easily 
avoided. | 
The confusion which has arisen is 
obviously due to defects either in the 
Constitution or in the Senate standing 
orders, or in both. Certain critics have 
made the point that as the final stage of 
the bill was not passed by the Senate 
there is no necessity to send the bill back 
to the Dail. Others hold that the 
Article of the Constitution clearly shows 
that there is no obligation on the part. of 
the Senate to pass any stage. The 
Article says, “ every money bill shall be 
sent to Seanad Eireann for its recom- 
mendations.’”’ These recommendations 
must be sent to the Dail within twenty- 
one days. This has been done. | 

The Article further says: ‘“‘It (the 
bill) shall be returned to Dail Eireann, 
which may pass it, accepting or rejecting 
all or any of the recommendations of | 
Seanad Eireann, and as so passed or if 
not returned within such period of 
twenty-one days shall be deemed to have 
been passed by both Houses.” The words 
““and as so passed ” are held by some to 
have reference to the proceedinys in the 
Senate, but from their position in the 
Article they are, to say the least, 
ambiguous. 


NOT PASSED 


It is common ground that the Senate has 
no power to amend, alter or delay a Money 
Bill ; therefore, it is held that the Senate’s 
sole function is to make recommendations. 
It is quite certain that the Senate has not 
‘‘ passed ” the bill. In going through all 
the stages of the bill the Senate followed 
the tradition of that House in regard to 
Money Bills, such as the Finance Bill, 
which comes before it each year. There is, - 
of course, no precedent for the circum- 
stances which arose in connection with the 
Guarantee Fund Bill. 

If, as is now believed to be the intention 
of the Government, the Dail is summoned, 
the date of the meeting will probably be 
some day next week—perhaps Wednesday 
or Thursday. The Executive Council will 
meet to-day, when the order calling the 
Dail will be made. The. Dail Standing 
Order in relation to the calling of a special 
meeting says:—‘‘ On the request of the. 
President of the Executive Council, the 
Ceann Comhairle may summon the Dail 
for an earlier date than that fixed on the 
adjournment, or in the resolution termi- 
nating the previous session. Such sum- 
mons shall state the reason for such 
earlier reassembly.’’

THE FRENCH SCHOOL | 


After Charles the First had been beheaded, 


Cromwell controlled England... He did not 
like the theatre, and so the Puritans closed 
the theatre down and would not allow plays 
during the whole eleven years ,of the 
Commonwealth, and the drama which had 
been developed in England was put out like 
a candle. When the restoration of Charles 
the Second came about) drama had to be 
started all over again, but this time it was 
started under the influence of the French 
school. The theatres were opened again, 
but they were mostly for the Court and 
society people, and the plays were very 
artificial. The Restoration produced thus a 
very artificial school of drama 

The best work uí the Restoration was done 
by William Congreve, who though he lived 
until 1729 wrote his last play in 1700. He 
was so hurt by the criticism of Jeremy

who did not approve of the drama, that he 
never wrote another olay. If Congreve were

She referred to Sheridan’s ‘ Rivals,” in

Coming to the nineteenth century, with its 
crinolines and general air of stuffiness, drama 
was choked in the stuffiness, and they had 
nothing except such a play as “The Lady 
of Lyons.” by Lord Lytton, and in the 
middle of the century “‘Caste,”’. by Tom 
Robertson, a charming play, though a little 
artificial, but a great advance on “ The Lady 
of Lyons.”

The repertory, or little theatre, 
movement had done a great deal for the 
drama. and their own | Abbey and Gate 
Theatres here had done a great deal for the 


national or local drama. 


SHAW 


They had to-day some great writers for 
their stage. and the greatest of these living 
in the British Isles was Bernard Shaw, a 
great Irishman They lad also Sir James. 
M. Barrie, a Scotsman, almost as dis- 
tinguished as Shaw; and/there was also the 
name of John Galsworthy, an Englishman. 

A few dramatists, of whom Barne was one, 
and Shaw another, on occasion had gone 
beyond thinking that a play was merely for 
entertainment, bat thought that it should 
deal with the spirit and soul of man, as it 
did when the drama ‘first began as an expres- 
sion of religion. These few dramatists had 
attempted to write agdin morality plays, 
plavs which had to deal with the human 
spirit, as Shaw had done in ‘‘ Saint Joan."

THE BISHOP OF KILDARE AND 
LEIGHLIN 


We regret to announce that the Most Rev. | 
Dr. Matthew. Cullen, Bishop of. Kildare and 
Leighlin, died at his residence, Bragauza, 
Carlow, yesterday morning. Dr. Cullen was 
born at Kilcarney, County Wicklow, in 1864, 
the son of Mt. and Mrs, Matthew Cullen, 
his mother’s maiden name -being Elizabeth 
Kehoe. He was educated at Tullow, County 
‘Carlow, and at St. Patrick’s College, May- 
nooth. In 1889 he was ordained, and be- 
came Rector of Knockbeg College, «He, was 
successively Parish Priest of Tinryland and 
of Bagenalstown. He was appointed a 
Diocesan Consulter and made Vicar Forane. 

Dr. Cullen was much interested in the pro-

DR. THOMAS HENNESSY 


We regret to announce the death of Dr. 
Thomas Hennessy, of Glaumire, Oakley read, 
Ranelagh, Dublin, which occurred yesterday. 


Dr. ‘Hennessy, who was Secretary of the 
Irish Branch of the British Medical Associa- 


tion, left the offices of the Association at 18 
Kildare street shortly after noon to attend a 
call, and collapsed in Molesworth street, a 
short distance from the offices. He was taken 
by ambulance to Mercer's Hospital, where he 
was feund on admission to be dead, 

Dr. Hennessy was one of the most genial 
and popular figures in the city. He came 
irom County Tipperary, where he was for 
Some time engaged in farming, and was one 
of five brothers who adopted the medical 
profession. . Another brothér was the late 
Rev. Roger Hennessy, O/M.I., Inchicore. 
In July, 1895, Dr. Thomas Hennessy was 
registered in the Medical Register. He was 
dispensing doctor in Clogheen, and after- 
wards came to Dublin. He was a Fellow 
of the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 
a Fellow of the Royal Academy of Medicine 
In ireland, and a Diplomat in Public 
Health. In August, 1927, he was elected 
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Dr. T. Hennessey. 


as Cumann na nGaedheal representative for 
the South Dublin constituency in the Dail, 
which had been rendered vacant by the 
death of Madame Markievicz, the Fianna 
Fail member and he was re-elected in the 
following September. In the Dail he 
advanced with earnestness the public health 
reforms and the schemes for the better 
housing of the working classes and the 
poor which he pad so much at heart.

Dr. Hennessy always was a Nationalist, 
and when ill-health prompted him to turn 
from the field of politics his worth was so 
greatly recognised that the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Party persuaded him not to with- 
draw from the general election which then 
was pending. In the course of the general 
election in 1931, jim which he was defeated 
as candidate for South City Dublin, Dr. 
Hennessy collapsed on the platform at 
College Green, but, happily, he recovered. 

Although Dr. Hennessy encouraged the 
pursuit of Irish, he was strongly opposed to 
the making the learning of Irish compulsory, 
and irequently stated so in public. Among 
other activities, he carried on practical farm- 


at least once a week. 

Dr, Hennessy married Miss M. Crowley,: of 
Dunmanway, a member of a well-known 
business family.

The bodies of two British paenmpers in 
the Imperial Airways flying boat, City of 
Khartoum, which sank outside the 
harbour here yesterday with a loss of 
twelve lives, were buried to-day. They 
were the bodies of Mr. Charles A. Rastall, 
of West Bridgford, Notts., and Mr. A, J. 
Buckman, of Leytonstone, which were re- 
covered from the sea yesterday. 

The three engines of the air liner were 


salved to-day during operations which 


finally had to be suspended owing to 
rough seas, a strong breeze having whipped 
up high waves. 

Only the two bodies have, so far, been 
recovered, and it is impossible to state at 
present how many others there may stil! 
be inside the cabin of the "plane. 

Captain N. G. Wilson, the pilot, and 

sole survivor,. who is kept wrapped up im 
entton wool, is progressing favourably. He 
is suffering from his long exposure in the 
sea, and from the effect of salt in his 
eyes. 
"The City of Khartoum was raised by 
means of derricks this morning, but 
owing to tha rough seas it slipped away 
again, and gperations had to be tem- 
porarily abandoned. They will be re- 
sumed. at daybreak to-morrow. 

During this afternoon the wind dropped 
considerably, enabling divers to work. No 
further bodies were brought to the surface, 
however. : 

Keuter’s correspondent flew over the 
scene of salvage operations to-day, 
circling for a half-hour over the. wreckage, 
which was clearly visible under the surface 
of the sea, thus suggesting that it had 
come to rest on a sandbank in twenty feet 
of water.

HE first official German reply to Mr. 
J. G. MacDonald’s Memorandum to 
the League of Nations, on resigning his 
post as High Commissioner for Refugees 
from Germany, was issued to-night by th 
German News Agency. — 
After drawing attention to the “ hun 
dreds of thousands of members of the 
nations defeated in the War ” who wer 
‘“deprived of their home or their means 
of living,’’ the reply continues— 

“ Because Germany is at last en- 
deavouring to straighten out the abuse o! 
domination by foreign elements, people in 
many parts of the world think they are 
authorised to utier derogatory criticism o! 
Germany and to give Germany advice. 
And this while the same world remained 
mute, and still is mute, towards all the 
persecutions of Germans—persecutions in- 
compatible with explicit international! 
obligations—beyinning with Versailles 
and reaching to the recent expulsion and 
expatriation of inhabitants of Eupen and 
Maimedy from their home country. 

“The opinion exists in Germany,” says 
the official agency, “that the League olf 
Nations has every.reason to concern itself 
first with the treatment of minorities and | 
concessions within the League of Nations’ 
States before it claims authority to concern 
itself with how Germany is carrying out 
the inner reconstruction of its nation 
following the material and moral ex- 
periences of its collapse.” 

Mr. James Grover MacDonald tendered 
his resignation to the Secretary-General “of 
the League of Nations in a letter seni 
several days ago. He stated that the aid. 
ing) of oppressed minorities required 
‘friendly, but firm, intercession with the 
German Government ”. by the League 
itself. He asserted that Jews in Germany 
were starved and deprived of all economic 
security.

‘‘a devoted daughter’s tribute to a father,” 
and not a biography. And historical in. 
accuracy is a graver offence than even this 
‘literary crime ” would be. 

Mr. Carney is cross because I did not 
castigate the author for omitting to deal at 
length with Mr. James Larkin. Well. I 
could easily have done so, but if I had Mr. 
Carney would have been crosser still. It 1s 
not a reviewer’s job to provide data which, 
either by choice or by lack of information, 
an author has failed to use. But did I not 
say that in the boo’. are “ some rather sur- 
prising omissions . . . in connection with 
persons and events”? Is that not enough 
for Mr. Carney? Very well, then; but Mr. 
Larkin is not the only figure of some note 
whose position has been ignored by the 
author, and I am not one who can excuse 
her for it. Her brief references to him deal 
mostly with her encounter’ with him in 
America, and they are by ne means complli- 
mentary; but, then, has she not said that 
he had asked the Colums to send her home, 
and that he had thought her father had fled 
to America to avoid arrest? Connolly flying 
to America to avoid arrest! I thought she 
had been mercifully reticent about Mr. Larkin 
both in America and in Ireland. And, after 
all, it was her own personal experiences, an 
not the printed documents on the Connolly- 
Larkin relations that she used in her book. 

Why did the reviewer, asks Mr. Carney 
daringly, ‘‘not state, as he knew full 
well, that it was James Larkin who 
was responsible for the return oi 
James Connolly and his family from the 
United States?’ Why, indeed? For two 
reasons: it was not the reviewer's business 
to deal with the point; and Mr. Carney's 
statement is not the truth. It was not Mr. 
Larkin who brought James Connolly and his 
family back from America, and, as far as | 
know, he had nothing at all to do with it. 
But, anyway, the book was about onnolly, 
not about Mr. Larkin, and I warn Mr. 
Carney that I am waiting for the book about 
Mr. Larkin. 

I did not make a list of all the errors in 
the “ Portrait,’ and I am not going to make 
a full list of those in Mr. Carney’s letter. 
Here are a few to go on with.- The Irish 
Neutrality League was only camouflage for 
a more serious purpose. Connolly was not a 

cifist in 1914 any more than in 1916 or 
809. I was evading no responsibilities by 
saying the ‘‘ Portrait’? was not “ exactness 
of history,” but ‘“‘graphic description and 
stirring incidents well told,” not “incidents 
of life,” in his misquotation. Mr. Carney 
ought to quote accurately and learn to dis- 
tinguish between merits attributed to a book 
and those attributed to its author. 

Whether Connolly or Larkin was the greater 
man is a matter of opinion and of standards 
of judgment. In believing Larkin the 
greater your a is almost Carney 
contra mundum. ut it is untrue to say 
without qualification that ‘‘ James Connolly, 
when he returned to Ireland, had little sym- 

thy with the modern trade union’’; that 
San Larkin “had created movements” ; 
that it was Connolly’s ‘‘associations with 
James Larkin that changed his point of 
view”; that it was Larkin alone who “ pre- 

red the soil for Connolly’ ; that “ he made 
it possible for James Connolly to function in 
the North.” Does not Mr. Carney know that 
Connolly spent seven years—1896-1903—in 
Dublin preparing the soil, and it was not for 
some years later that Larkin came to Ire- 
land? It is a perversion of historical fact to 
declare that ‘‘ he made it — for James 
Connolly to pass out of life a. much greater 
man’’ from associations ' again made pos- 
sible by James Larkin.” On the contrary, 
the facts are all against Mr. Larkin in the 
Connolly connection and the revolutionary 
movement froin 1914 to 1916. | :

ISLAND HOUNDS 


——— 

Hunting during the latter half of Decem- 
ber WaS, BIR the weather. a bit patchy, but 
on the whole good. We were only Maise 
one day by -frost—th; Monday befor 
Christmas—so came out of it very well. At 
Kiimuckridge on Monday, December 16th, we 
siarted with a short hunt from Walshfield 
towards the Castle, where we Jost our fox. 
Hiounds next chopped a fox between the 


Jsiland and Garrybran, From Garrybran we 
bud a very nice hunt, first to the Island. 
then iight-handed past Garrybran to Killa- 
gowan, and to Robinson’s gorse, then back 
through Killagowan to Garrybran, where he 
got to ground in a drain under the road and 
was leit. After Lar Doyle’s knock had been 
drawn blank, home was the order. 


On Wednesday, 18th. from Enniscorthy, 
the first find was In the quarry at Cherry 
Orchard, fro mm where we ran a sharp spin to 

e Daphne,wher. eittiaes more could be made 
of our fox. We next had a good hunt from 


Pullenstown, from where we ran first to 
Woodlands, but here our fox was headed and 


came back throvgh the covert. and went 
away through Ballinure and Clonjordan to 
he A After much mere hunting he was 
finally lost in Clonjordan. He went over a 
nice line of country, but. stent was never 
good. 


On Friday, the 20th, the =a was at Cool- 
greaney. The frost was hard. but, as we 
were near the sea, it was just possible to 
hunt. We found in Barracleagh gorse and 
ran into Glenart Wood. where "the e were a 
number of foxes on foot and hounds 
divided, likewise the. field. . However. 
most sl the hounds and.’ the field 


had . - bee collected and were being 
taken away toned the wood ‘gers some hounds 
were heard just on our left. On making. our 


way towards them we wit that they had 
just caught their fox, the original one we 
started with- ‘a big dog fox—in the middle 
of a field, apparently making his way back 
to Barracleagh gorse. This was really a 
c re at performance on the part of the bitches, 
who had stuck to their fox. It was getting 
very late, and, as we were a long’way from 
hme, nothing more was done. 

On the following Monday frost’ made hunt- 
Ing quite impossible, but by Boxing Day the 
. thaw had left the country in good order, and 

he usual big crowd was out at Craanford to 
enjoy what, I understand, was the best day’s 
snort they have ever had from this venue. 
There was such a crowd on foot and on 
bicveles, besides numerous horsemen, that 
neither ’foxes nor hounds had a very 
fair chance. However, first finding in the 
Chapel Bog we ran through Ballinacoola to 
Ballygarrett, where we lost. There were 
several foxes in Poole’s gorse. one of which 
we hunted past Craanford to Knockbrandon, 
then back past Craan Wood to ground in 
a yabbit-hole in Poole’ s, from where he was 
evicted and killed. In the evening, when 
the: crowd had thinned a bit, we had a nice 
hunt from Wh'ttv’s gorse to Banpark and 


back to Whitty’s, where hounds were stopped | 


in the dark. 

On the following day, after Mr. James 
Gahan had welcomed the hunt in the best 
possible fashion at Tobergal, we found a fox 
In Dranagh, who took us to Garrybrit, where 
he got in. Finding again in Dranagh, we 
ran through Kilcormac to Ballineash, then 
-@ right-handed ring through Garrybrit, Bally-

orley and Dranagh to Raheendarrig, where 
scent gave out. We found in Hall’s knock 


in the evening and ran up to Corrigrue Hill, 
where hounds were stopped in the dark.

_ These hounds had another good hunt on 
Tuesday, December 31st, After meeting at 


the Master’s house at Ardmaylebeg, they drew 


for an outlier nearby. They struck a stale 
line near Ardmayle- House, but, until mf 


were held over the Ardmayle-Cashel roac 


could only hunt slowly; then they almost at 
once began to run hard. They crossed the 
Thurles-Cashel road near Boherlahan C ross, 


and ran through Thurlesbeg and Bally- 
Sheehan, just beygnd which they checked. 
Being held forward they hit the line off, 


crossed the main Cork-Dublin road, and ran 
up to the furry hills. ‘ig d ently the fox had 
dwelt here; for, ru . straight over the 


hill without any heatation, hounds simply 


raced down to and over the Cashel. Laffen’s 
Bridge road, into Meldrum wood. They 
circled this before running out again on the 


Cashel side, and marked their fox to ground 
in a bank about three fields from the covert. 


This was an excellent hunt of forty-five 
minutes, with a point of almost six miles. In 


point of view of pace—hounds only checked 
once—and the straightness of the course, 


which lay entirely in Tipperary country, this 


was one of our. best hunts of the season. 


Hounds now hacked the eight miles back to 
Longfield, from which they could only take 


a very stale line out in the Bawnmore direc- 
tion They did net draw again.

He thinks it is a libel to call them weak 
and vacillating. 

Delivering the presidential address at the 
annual meeting of the Incorporated Associa- 
tion of Headmasters, Dr. Thomas, who, at 47 
years of age, is one of the youngest presidents 
of the association, said yesterday, in London : 
“May I lay one ghost which pervades the 
fictional representation of the relationship be- 
tween headmasters and parents? My - ex- 
perience is that parents are keen and excellent 
folk, who are only too willing to co-operate 
loyally with the school. 

“I believe that they are misrepresented 
sometimes as weak and vacillating people, 
who desire a soft time for their boys, and 
who think that their geese are swans. This 
is a Itbel on the good parent. 


DISCIPLINE 


_ “There is a strong demand amon parents 
for strict discipline. They want thair lads 
to be hardened off-and prepared for the 
stern battle of life. Success in life goes to 
the man with great power of work, to the 
man with self-control, to the man with char 
acter who can stand up te the buffetings of 
the world, to the man who can accept knocks 
with a smile, to the man who knows how to 
give and take, to the man who takes the 
rough with the smooth without whining, to 
the tolerant man, and, above all, to the man 
who can co-operate loyally and with good 
humour with his fellowmen.”’ 


THE NEWSPAPER 


Dr. Thomas said that he believed pro 
foundly in the edueational value of a good 
newspaper. His senior boys looked at the 
Press with critical and appraising eyes. 

“I recently put this question to some 
Sixth Form boys: ‘What are the qualities 
of a good newspaper ?’”’ 

Their answers were illuminating. Here 
are a few of the points. A good newspaper 
is fair, impartial, and never afraid to put 
the other point of view. It always exhibits 
good taste and never descends to spiteful- 
ness. 

Pictures are welcome, ‘‘ and even cartoons ”’ 
—as the boy put it. A good newspaper 
refrains from stunts, sensationalism and 
gossip. : 

Jn this connection one bov stated that 
too much attention should not be paid to 
high society, “which,” he remarked, “is 
an insignificant part of the community.”’ 

Dr. Thomas said that the master required 
pep—in more senses than one.

“ Hands across the sea” and the ‘Old 
Country’? are phrases that have rendered 
more disservice to Anglo-American relations 
than anything else, according to Mr. Philip 
Guedatla. 

Speaking at a racent luncheon of the 
American Chamber of Commerce in London, 
held at the Hotel Victoria, he said that, if 
people who really wanted to know what 
England was like had not heard it referred 
to as the “Old Country,” they would not 
show such surprise every time we showed 
some slight sign of continuing vitality. 

In a summary of the great Powers, he 
said — “ ' 

““France is a very gallant survival of the 
nineteenth century power. 

‘Italy is a confusion of historical allusions. 
[t has not made up its mind whether it is 
Julius Cesar or Nero fiddling while Rome 
burns—at, the same time wondering if there 
will be enough petrol to keep the fire alight 
until the tune is finished. 

“Germany is something that the dustman 
of histery has forgotten to take away. 

‘Russia is just an Asiatic despotism. — 

‘‘Great Britain and America are alone 
living in the present day, and the people of 
these two countries will shape the future of 
the world.

Charrington said afterwards: ‘floc! ed

The impression thus created was & icsting 
one. Charrington set to work forthwith. In 
1870 he founded, and became honorary super- 
intendent of the Tower Hamlets Mission, Mile 
lind road, Mast London, and soon was num- 
bered with the few men whom the poor sin- 
cerely loved. For sixty-five vears he con- 
tinued to work among them, and if his zeal 
occasionally led him to outstep discretion, his 
reward lay in the consciousness of doing 
good. Upon the mission. wall there hung a 
poker to which Charrington would point and 
tell its. story. A drunken man came one day 
to his meetings. They talked and prayed 
together; the man pulled the poker from his 
Sleeve and cried, “You may as well have 
this; I was going to take it home and murder 
my wife with it.” 

Mr Charrington was assaulted brutally in 
the course of his campaign against the Sun- 
day opening of cinemas and music halls. 
At the outbreak of the Great War he 
made himself very unpopular by opposing the 
lootball Association, as “the greatest obstacle 
to recru'ting in the United Kingdom.” 

In 1915 Charrington was the chief actor in 
a scene which recalled the days of Cromwell. 
The day was May 18. The Commons were 
discussing the report of the Seleet Committee 
on Pensions. Charrington, wearing an over- 
coat and a silk hat, rushed into the chamber 
from the Members’ Lobby, seized the M«ce 
from before the Speaker, and protested 
against coutinuation of the drinking bar in- 
side the lobbv for the use of members. Six 
or seven members seized him. He was placed 
under arrest, but was released after two 
hours’ detention. His protest was made upon 
the grounds that the bill before the House, if 
passed, ‘“‘would have made us all partners 
in the liquor traffic.” 

Mr. Charrington was Chairman of the 
Temperance and No Compensation 
demonstration, and of the Purity Demonstra- 
tion in Hyde Park, which advanced the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act. From 1889 
to 1895 he was a member of the London 
County Council, and he served upon the 


Board of Guardians and the Vestry for Mile 


End. His philantropy was eminently practi- 
cal. On every Sunday he provided a free tea 
for seven hundred hungry men and women.
